: THE INDIAN SCHEDULE D. 
We believe that the financial authorities in India are now 
pursuing a very judicious course, but we are afraid that it is 
one which may be misconstrued in this country. There is, 
indeed, nothing which should surprise us in this. The 
system of taxation which is suitable to a country depends 
upon its social organisation and upon its moral habits: in 
another country which is differently constituted and dif- 
ferently circumstanced, that system will, it is not impro- 
bable, seem at first sight to be crude and strange. India 
and England differ, we need not say how much, both morally 
and socially, and we shall have to consider the subject at- 
|| tentively before we can comprehend the real nature of the 
}| financial measures that are being adapted to our empire in 
the East. 
The proposition of the Calcutta financiers is this. They 
to divide the industrial community into classes who 
are to be assessed according to the following schedule :-—

Incomes derived from land are not taxed in any way by this 
scheme; but the reason of this exemption is to be found in the 
previous taxation of India. We showed on a former occasion 
that the land of India contributes 18,312,000/, or more than 
one-half ofthe whole public revenue of the country. It is 
because the land of the country is by the old taxes made to 
pay so great a sum, that it must be in a great measure left 
untouched by new ones. 
Tn truth, there are in India, and will always be in a 
country in the same imperfect state of ' civilisation, 
gteatimpediments to taxing anything except the land. The 
land speaks for itself; it is there and we can assess it, but 
when we leave it there is a} difficulty, There is a dilemma 
Mmthe undertaking. ‘The kinds of taxation are only two, 
and indirect, and both are in their ordinary forms 
Very difficult to apply to such an empire. ‘Those who are 
to bear the tax in both cases: have a. means of evading it. 
4f, on the one hand, we adopt a system of indirect taxation, 
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tween one class and another : however little a Brahmin may 
spend, however mean and sordid his appearance and habita- 
tion may be, he is a Brahmin still: however much a man of 
inferior caste may expend, he has no chance of lessening 
even by a hairs breadth the distinction between his 
superior and himself. In almost all respects this is injurious, 
and in a financial point of view it is particularly so. The 
moral compulsion which compels persons here to live in the 
mode in which their neighbours do, and in which they have 
been accustomed to live themselves, is one of the most effec- 
tive instruments of taxation. And from this social assess- 
ment, if we may use the expression, the natives of India are 
to a very material extent exempt, 


If, on the contrary, we adopt a system of direct taxation 
like that which we have in this country, our difficulty is even 
greater. Schedule D, as we all know, requires that the per- 
son who is to pay the tax shall return, with some approach 
at least to the truth, the amount of his income. We know 
too, that here, where we pride ourselves justly on our 
honesty in money matters, the strain on our probity is often 
too great, and the income returned is frequently less than 
the income received. But what would be the case in India? 
Deception is the characteristic and inherent vice of that 
country. All persons who have resided there, whatever 
may be their diversity of opinion on other points, agree that 
no native could be trusted to state his income truly. The 
most powerful checks, too, against fraud which we haye in 
England would be wanting in India, as well as the honesty’ 
which renders such checks less necessary. An Income Tax 
Commissioner here can, from a man’s social - position 
and expenditure, form some idea of what his income 
must be. In India, as we have explained, this is not so: ex- 
penditure is there hardly a criterion of income, because 
social position does not, to at all a similar extent, depend upon 
it. Inthis country also we can, from inspecting atrader’s books, 
discover at least in some measure the income he is getting. 
Onur traders are not very ingenious in fraud; and even if 
they were, it is not worth their while to maintain a labori- 
ous system of artifice to evade the possible scrutiny 
of Government. But in India there is a diffused taste for 
fraud. ‘The elaborate texture of deception which the natives 
employ even in very trifling matters is well known. Their 
Courts of Justice teem with ingenious forgeries and frauds 
that require a really incredible amount of industry, patience, 
and care. We may be quite sure, that if it were necessary 
that Hindoo bankers should keep two entire sets of account 
books—one for themselves, and one for the tax-collector 
if he should wish to look at it—they would be quite willing 
to take the daily trouble of so doing. Some say that they 
would even have a pleasure in doing it. 
We are row in a position to estimate the new scheme 
which has been adopted at Calcutta. It is an attempt to 
establish an income tax without a self-assessment, and 
the reasonableness of it will be evident from the consi- 
derations we have emunerated. The banking and 





and impose custom duties and excise duties on consumable 
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trading elasses in India enjoy advantages from our rule 
which they could never hope to have under any other. 
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They are secure in the possession of their wealth when it has 
been acquired; they are studiously encouraged while they 
are endeavouring to acquire it; a trade with this country 
has grown up which must have incalculably augmented 
their profits, A native prince who wanted money used to 
request a present of the required amount from his richest 
subject. We have only to consider how far that is removed 
from our habits, to comprehend what the monied classes in 
India have gained by our Government. It is most reason- 
able, therefore, that they should contribute largely to the 
expense of that Government, and, as they will not consume 
duty-paying goods and will not state their profits truly, they 
must not complain that we have recourse to an arbitrary 
assessment. They have compelled us to do so; they will 
not help us in any way; and that is the sole mode of obtain- 
ing the required money, without any help of their's. 








THE CHINESE POLICY. 


We have much reason to hope that a new war with China is 
not the inevitable necessity which some of our contempora- 
ries represent it. The more we hear of the circumstances 
which led to the disaster at the Peiho, the more likely it 
seems that unjustifiable imprudence and impatience on the 
part of our own Ambassador are chargeable with at least as 
much of the disastrous result as any disloyalty on the part of 
the Chinese. Theact ofaggression againsta country with which 
there was peace confessedly came from us; and the only ques- 
tion that can arise is, how far it was fairly provoked by 
indications of deliberate bad faith on the part of the 
Chinese. No convincing proof of such bad faith has 
by any means been produced. Some evidence there 
is that, by a little patience, Mr Bruce might have 
attained his object without any indignity—at least if we may 
trust the account given in the Pays of the American Ambas- 
sador’s (Mr Ward's) success in reaching Pekin, and of his 
expected interview with the Emperor. No doubt, if that ac- 
count be trustworthy, Mr Ward was rather smuggled into 
Pekin than allowed to enter it in state. The sedan-chair, 
or closed vehicle, whatever it was, in which the Chinese are 
usually carried about, was in his case so closed-in 
as to prevent his getting any glimpse of surround- 
-ing objects, and in his residence at Pekin itself he 
appears to be secluded jealously from all general access to 
tbe outer world. Otherwise it is said that he is courteously 
treated, and will be allowed to exchange the ratification of the 
treaty with the Emperor in person. The Chinese seem, 
therefore, to have no intention of breaking faith with the 
American Government, and if we may trust the report of the 
late disaster copied into the China Mail from the Chinese 
handbills themselves, the Chinese never intended to break 
faith with us, but only to prevent the intrusion of an Eng- 
lish force into the Peiho. 

“The following,” says the China Mail, “is an accurate 
“translation of the account which the placard gives, in 
“ Chinese, of the fight :— 

«“« News From Tien-Tsin. — The barbarians started 
“< from Shanghai on the 15th day of the 5th moon, and on 
“ ¢ arrival communicated with Senn Wang (Prince Senn), 
« < and allowed him three days to take away the wooden and 
“ ‘iron obstacles in the river, and he answered that they 
“ ¢ must stay in the outer ocean until the Commissioners, 
« « Kwei-liang and Hwa-shana, arrived at Pekin, when they 
“ ¢ would be invited to goto Pekin. The barbarians were 
“< © not willing to agree to these terms.’ ” 

Now this may be a complete misrepresentation of what 
really occurred, but if so, why have not Mr Bruce’s own 
despatches, which must set the thing in the true light, been 
published by the Government? How the matter is re- 
garded by some of the English on the spot, the follow- 
ing remarks in the Overland China Mai sufficiently show :— 
* Sooner or later the truth must come out in regard to 
“ China, that the foreigners there have chiefly their own 
“‘ stupidity to blame for the hostility ofthe Chinese. Kiy-ing, 
“ the most faithful and intelligent friend of our interests in 
“ China, was compelled to commit suicide by the Imperial 
“Court, because—and we make the charge with ‘pain—he 
‘¢was so slighted and set aside by Lord Elgin’s mission 
“that the Imperial Court was led to believe he had been 














“ Senn-ko-lin-sin, the head of the war party, was raised to 
“ influence.” 


Now, if this be anything like a trae version of the whole 
transaction, how little evidence is there of any deliberate 
bad faith on the part of the Chinese. The two Chinese 
Commisioners, K wei-liang and Hwa-shana, expressly destined 
to receive the British Embassy, were at Shanghai; there, Mr 
Bruce refused to see them, fearing, we suppose, some desire on 
their part to evade a proper introduction of himself and his 
suite to Pekin. The slight annoys and perhaps alarms the Chi. 
nese Government, who fear the repetition of Lord Elgin’s feat 
last year in the Peiho—a feat, we must remember, proper 
enough while the two countries were at war and England 
was demanding reparation, but not equally suitable when 
they were at peace and the English Ambassador was on his 
way to ratify the peace. As we well knew—as Lord Elginknew 
before his return home—the Government of Pekin had taken 
great pains to restore the forts knocked down at the entrance 
to the Peiho; and if it be true that the Chinese Commis. 
sioners at Shanghai considered themselves slighted, it is natu- 
ral that the anti-English party at Pekin should gain 
enough influence to secure the thorough reinforcement of 
the forts, and perhaps to render the whole tone towards 
the English Embassy less courteous than it would otherwise 
have been. When Mr Bruce arrives at the Peiho, he is told. 
that the Chinese Commiasioners appointed to receive him have 
not yet come, and that while expecting their coming he must 
not enter the Peiho, the navigation of which is forbidden. The 
same intimations seem to have been made to Mr Ward, the 
American Envoy, and to have induced him to enter a different 
arm of the river, where he was received by the Chinese 
officials. Mr Bruce, however, insists on entering with his | 
retinue the main avenue to Pekin,—and declines to wait for 
the Commissioners’ return from Shanghai, or for anything | 
else, and on ‘he Admiral’s attempt to carry the forts, the re- 
pulse in which we have suffered so heavily occurs. 

We say again that this may be a very untrue account 
of the proceedings, but if so, why are not Mr Bruce's 
official accounts produced? Why are we not fully in- 
formed of the circumstances of the treachery from which ; 
our countrymen have suffered? 


He speaks of an “ evasive” letter from the authorities at Tien- 
tsin which he does not give; and if it be true that Mr Ward 
has been received after any fashion at Pekin, the only 
difference appears to be that he yielded to the “evasive” 
intimations of the Chinese authorities as to the mode of his 
reception, while the English and French Envoys insisted on 
being received in their own way.

That they 
will authorise the reinforcement of our troops there, isa 
matter of course. It is essential that we should not be 
defeated, or supposed to be defeated, by mere force. But 
unless the Government have kept back from the English 
public—which is in itself very. unlikely—details proving 
the guilt of the Chinese in the matter, we do not think it at 
all probable that they have authorised a declaration of war 
on the strength of what has happened.

If 
we have so little confidence in them, that we enforce a 
treaty with a train of gun-boats that were not in the covenant, 
we must not be surprised if they provide against the uncove- 
nanted gun-boats by well-armed forts that are also not in the 
covenant. It may be true that we have many excuses for 
a display of force on such an occasion, which we should not 
have as against any European nation; but if so, it is to just 
the same extent true that the Chinese have excuses for 
military precaution against our display of force, which 
they would not have against any nation that treated them by 
a European code of etiquette. All the allowances that may 
be made for Mr Bruce's procedure, tell equally strongly for 
Senn-ko-lin-sin’s procedure,—which is, as it were, the reflex 
of the former. 








AUSTRIA AND THE NATIONAL PARTY IN 
GERMANY. 
THE DUKE OF SAXE-COBURG. 
Tue Liberal party in England feel, not without reason, the 
very strongest political antipathy to Austria. We see that 
her rule both over foreign races and over her own children 
has been identified with every political iniquity, and that 
while Austria exists, the unity of the German people and the 





a) 


political sympathy of Germany with constitutional freedom 
must remain a mere idea. We see that Austria is the mis- 
chievous link which unites the freer intellect of the Teutonic 
race with the barbaric despotism of the East and the 
spiritual despotism of the South of Europe. We see that 
were her influence to decay, Prussian freedom and civilisa- 
tion would take a sudden and enormous stride, and soon 
spread over the whole area peopled by the Teutonic race. 
And hence we cannot but look with impatience and disgust 
ata Power whose tenacity of life and conservatism of pur- 
pose stand in the way of Europe’s hopes, and spread poli- 
tical desolation quite beyond the border of the Western 
world, ruling even Slavonians and Magyars in a spirit less 
enlightened than their own. 

But when we are absorbed in this view of Austria, we do not 
catch the principleseven of the most liberal among the German 
Constitutionalists. Duke Ernest, of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, is 
one of the most advanced of the “national” party in Ger- 
many. He has long seen the necessity of a more complete 
unity amongst the many little Principalities into which Ger- 
many is unhappily decomposed; he has long been prepared 
for personal sacrifices in order to cement that unity. In 1848, 
and again when the project of German unity was revived a 
year or two later, he was one of the first to come forward with 
the offer of a personal self-sacrifice in the common cause ; 
and only recently he has incurred the bitter displeasure of 
Austria by receiving and warmly encouraging a deputation 
of Federal reformers, whose object it was to revise the princi- 
ples of the German Federation, and by putting Prussia at 
the head of the German Union, and consolidating and 
extending the Federal law so as to give the League a less 
equivocal claim on the military: aid of the smaller States, 
to throw the whole weight of Germany into the scale of 
constitutionalism and religious liberty, and so erect a solid 
bulwark against the encroachments of either Imperial des- 
potisms, or the ultramontane Romanism. 

So hearty is Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg in the Federal 
cause aud the cause of Prussia as rightful head of the new 
German Confederation, that the anger of the Austrian 
Foreign Minister is fully excited, and in a note, just published, 
addressed to the Austrian Minister in Saxony, Count Rech- 
berg begs him to remind the Duke of Saxe-Coburg that “ the 
z lamentable errors of this same party, handed over Ger- 
a many not very long since to great commotion and to the 
" danger of civil war, a danger from which she was not saved 
by narrow-minded and short-sighted constitutional doctrines, 
but by the noble German sentiments of our Emperor and 
«master, and by the moderation and love of peace of the 

two great German Powers.” 

We are not concerned at present to discuss the question 
at issue between the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Austria, or 
to canvass the claims of Prussia to head the German Fede- 
Fation. This is scarcely an open question in England. Even 
the most conservative of our politicians would prefer Prussia 
to Austria, and would see more hope for Germany in the 
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deposition of the latter in favour of the former, than in any 
other possible political event. But what it is instructive for 
us to note is, that the Duke of Saxe-Coburg himself, though 
a vehement partisan of Prussia, and as severe a critic of 
Austrian policy as it would be easy to find in Europe, takes a 
view,—possibly not entirely without support amongst his royal 
English relatives,—of the relations between Austria and 
Germany on the one side, and Austria and France on the 
other, as different as possible from that which is prevalent 
among the English Liberals. And this view it is well for us 
to understand as being bound up very closely with the real 
national feeling and steadfast constitutional sympathies of a 
great part of Northern Germany. 

The best exposition we can find of this view is given in a 
pamphlet universally attributed in Germany to the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg, which was published two or three months ago, 
before the last act of the Italian war. Its authorship has 
never, we believe, been denied, though the name of the 
Duke has been openly connected with it; its principles, too, 
are in exact accordance with those recently professed by 
Duke Ernest, and so vehemently vilified by Count Rech- 
berg. And yet to an Englishman the pamphlet reads in 
many parts like an apology for Austria, or, at all events, an 
elaborate argument for the necessity, on the part of the most 
liberal and Protestant of German States, of casting in their 
lot with her’s, as against France and Sardinia, and saving 
for her,’at all events, in Italy ‘the line of the Mincio.” 
What can be the considerations which induce liberal and for 
the most part Protestant Germany to regard “ Austria, with 
‘* her Concordat and her priests,’ as after all so essential to 
the safety of the German Confederation? It is obviously 
the fear that any blow which should finally undermine the 


-power of the Austrian Government would set free numerous ! 
loose atoms of alien nationality,—unfit for independent self- 


government,—which must inevitably fall into the attracting 
sphere of either Russia or France, and so bring into the 
closest contact with the weak national life of Germany, 
strongly-centralised despotisms devoted to political propa- 
gandism. If Austrian power were once really paralysed, 
Bohemia, Galicia, Servia, Croatia, Transylvania, Hungary, 
all on the borders of Germany, and with a joint population 
almost equal to that of the German States themselves, 
would all be cut adrift from any single centre of 
government, and be likely to fall an easy prey to the 
first strong candidate for their allegiance, who in most of 
these cases would be Russia. Then, at the same time, all 
barriers between Germany and the Ottoman Empire, itself 
bound together by a mere loose rope of sand, would be struck 
down,—and for the disjecta membra of that once powerful 
body no doubt France would be a chief competitor. Thus 
Germany would find herself on all sides more and more 
closely neighboured by formidable and highly-centralised 
Governments, with a passion for extension and conquest, and 
with the greatest advantages against her own feebly-organised 
States. 
stitutional party may well dread, and it is the danger 
which makes them dread so much any dissolution of 
that highly-artificial unity called the Austrian Em- 
pire. ‘They know weil that wherever the carcass is 
the eagles will be gathered together, and Germany is not 
in a position to court the approaches either of the Eastern or 
the Western despotism: the insults of Napoleonic France are 
still fresh in her memory ; and her recent humiliations at the 
hands of Russian diplomacy are scarely likely to fall into 
forgetfulness when such notes as that of Prince Gortchakoff to 
the German Courts are an every year’s occurrence. Hence we 
cannot wonder to find the principal representative of the 
reforming or Prussian party in Germany wholly opposed to 
the Italian cause, simply because he regards it as 
the cause, not of Italy, but of France,—and wishes to 
sustain Austria agaiust France in Italy. “The Aus- 
trian Empire,” says the pamphlet which we have men- 
tioned as the Duke of Saxe-Coburg’s, “contains a number 
“¢ of races which hate one another, and would quickly be at 
“one another's throats were the Government overthrown. 
“ Although these races are not fit to govern themselves, if 
“the iron bond in which Austria constrains them were 
“ broken, it would be easy for the revolutionary despot in 
“ France to set them one against the other, and so in the 
“end to sabdue them all. He shares this wish and it 
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“ profits with the revolutionary Power of Eastern Europe— 
“with Russia, who no less than himself wishes to see 
“ Austria broken into fragments.” 

Bat, besides this external reason for dreading Russia and 
Franee, the Liberal party in Germany regard, with far 
greater fear of political contagion than is possible to us in 
England, those Imperial despotisms in which the educated 
middle class is deprived of all its proper political influence. 
They rightly look to that as the only true guarantee of po- 
litical freedom for Germany, and they justly think that 
the French and Russian political organisations tend more to 
create a contempt for sober middle-class Governments, 
and to cherish the modes of thought which bring them into 
disrepute, than the clumsy Austrian tyranny can ever effect. 
For strong despotic executives inspire a sort of admiration 
and exert a kind of fascination absolutely fatal to con- 
stitutional modes of thought. It is but too much the fashion 
in Germany to feel and express a certain nervous respect for 
this sort of political strength, alien asitis to the genius of the 
German people. And here again, as well as in the reasons 
which render the French and Russian Governments natural 
objects of fear to Germany, in connection with the loose 
elements of the Austrian Empire, lies a principal secret of 
the dislike felt by the Constitutional Liberals forany European 
policy,—however seemingly favourable to liberty,—which 
threatens to increase the European influence of France and 
Russia. If, therefore, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg takes a 
view of Italian politics utterly and strangely at variance 
with the view taken by English Liberals and Constitution- 
alists,—instead of railing at the party which he represents as 
feeble and incopsistent, it may be well to remember that 
Germany is exposed to many dangers, and rightly biassed by 
many considerations which can hardly be adequately realised 
by English politicians. 





THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 
Tue Trade Returns which we publish in our usual monthly 
SuPPLEMENT show that our commerce is steadily maintained, 
but is not at present much on the increase. The exports 
of British goods are valued at 12,117,275/ for the month of 
August, as against 11,134,7632 for the same month last year, 
and 11,638,805/ in 1857. As regards the eight months 
ended August 31st, the exports are valued this year at 
86,405,885/, as against 75,596,564/ last year, and 84,666,718/ 
for the same period in 1857. ‘This no doubt shows a con- 
siderable increase, but it is not distributed generally over 
the whole of our trade,—and if we give a separate account of 
the trade to the United States and British East Indies,—in 
which, mainly in the latter, the increase has taken place,— 
we find a considerable decrease on the trade of 1857, and 
but little increase on the depressed year 1858. ‘The sub- 
traction of the trade due to these two markets will leave us 
a good measure of the condition of our general trade, because, 
while the Indian market has been throughout exceptionally 
flourishing, the American market was last year the one ex- 
ceptionally depressed by the commercial crisis.

In other words, after deducting the trade due to those markets 
which have been in certain respects exceptional, we find that 
our remaining trade has fallen off by nearly five millions on 
that of 1857, and advanced nearly two on that of the same 
eight months in last year. 

A glance at the table of the exports to the United 
States will show that the principal increase of our ex- 
ports thither is in tin-plates, oil-seed, linens, flannels, and 
worsted stuffs, while the exports of most other articles have 
net yet recovered the amount which they had reached in 
1857. In connection with this increase in the woollen trade, 
we may notice that the imports of wool are also consi- 
derably increasing,—the amount for the eight months being 
88,668,386 lbs as compared with 80,983,827 lbs in 1857, 
In the trade to India, the enormous increase is almost en- 
tirely in the export of our manufactured cottons, 

The very large quantities of sugar and tea which paid 
duty in July in consequence of the general expectation of 
some increase in the duties, have, as might be expected, re- 
duced much the amounts entered for home consumption in’ 
August as compared with the corresponding month last 
year ; in fact, the supply of August was in some measure 
anticipated. 








ON THE PROPOSED INTRODUCTION OF THE 
SOVEREIGN INTO THE CURRENCY OF INDIA. 


[cOMMUNICATED. ] 
Ir appears that the native shroffs ana merchants of Calcutta 
have recently represented to the Chamber of Commerce that it is 
desirable to introduce gold into India as a subsidiary currency, re- 
cognising the sovereign as the equivalent of ten rupees; and it 
further appears that the Govervor-General in Council had de- 
clined to meet their wishes, as expressed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce to that effect, for the following reasons :— 

First, that it would disturb existing obligations betweer debtor 
and creditor. 7 

Secondly, that it would boa severe hardship to subject every 
person to whom a given sum may be owing, to receive the 
greater part of it in sovereigns, as it would compel such per 
sous to have recourse to money changers under very disadvan 
tageous circumstances. 

Thirdly, that if the right of paying in gold was given to the 
public, it must also be used by the Government, and thus 
tbe public creditors, whose bargain with the State had been 
expressed in silver, would have cause to impagn the good faith 
of the Government if gold be paid to them at a rate higher 
than its market value. 

Fourthly, that the proposed measure is open to nearly all the 
objections which have been generally urged against a double 
standard. 

Fifthly, that there never has been a time when it would be 80 
little wise or just to force by law a gold currency upon & 
country where the standard is silver. 

This answer, as it contains a certain portion of truth mixed up 
with a much larger purtion of fallacy, is entitled to a few remarks, 
in order to distinguish the one from the other, and to show that 
the subject at issue cannot be so summarily disposed of. ; 

It may fairly be assumed that the purpose of the representation 
to which the Governor-General in Council refers, was to submit to 
the attention of Govercment some serious inconvenience to which

That such a scarcity might have occurred seems not unlikely, 
considering the large uantities of coin only recently removed 
from the different Presidencies by the Government for the pay- 
ment of troops engaged in suppressing the rebellion, and also 
considering the inevitable impediments that could not but exist 
to the return of the absent treasure, and that there could be no 

ment thereof except by the slow process which it is well 
known has been going on, of importing silver bars from London 
to be coined into rupees at the Indian Mints. 

Moreover, it is perfectly certain that such a scarcity did occur, 
and the state of things produced by it in the month of May last 
js thus described in a mercantile letter from Bombay, of which the 
following is an abstract : — 

“During the last ten days, the trade of this place has been brought 
almost to a standstill by an extraordinary and very sudden scarcity of 
money, not only with the banks, but amongst the wealthiest traders, who, 
from actual absence of rupees, have been unableto pay or be paid any- 
thing, and the exchange on England has been forced up to 2s 2}d per 

for first-class bills, The value of Government paper is quite 
nominal ‘at 85 for 5 per cent., and 71 for 4 per cent.; as for rates of dis- 
count at the banks, there has been no question about price whatever; 
they have, simply from the want of rupees, been compelled to suspend 
discounts and accommodation of every kind until their Mint certificates 
may fallin ; but from that source the relief can cnly be slow, ar, although 
the arrivals of silver have been large, the capabilities of the Mint are too 
small to help us much, only 200,000 rupees per day being their utmost 
out-turn, working extra hours. The term of the Mint certificates has 
been extended from 30 to 51 days’ date, which, as a certificate is not 
issued until 20 days after delivery of the specie, is in effect the same as 
ifat 71 days, but the Government officials say that, as they cannot extend 
the Mint at present, matters must remain as they are.” 

Thus, then, is the issue raised—on the side of the bankers and 
merchants of India, we have a description of something very nearly 

ing to a state of barter, coupled with the suggestion of a 
remedy, namely, the introduction of a ready-made and more 
compendious coin as another mode of effecting payments; and, 
on the side of Government, they are met by that easiest, although 
in public affairs least sound, of all solutions, to let matters remain 
as they are. 

At the time when the East India Company were exercising the 
rights and duties of sovereignty, although under the control of 
the Queen’s Government, it is not surprising that they should 
have regarded the integrity of their coin, which expressed all the 
engagements between them and their subjects, as well as all the 
engagements of their subjects among each other, with extreme 
jealousy. From the iy eae to the end of their power they 
certainly did so, and it does them credit. 

A new state of affairs has now arrived, under which those func- 
tions of sovereignty have passed away. Her Majesty the Queen 
of Great Britain is directly and without any intervention, except 
of her own officers, the Queen of India, as much as Queen of 
Treland or of the Channel Islands; and, therefore, it may well be 
aquestion of State policy whether the monetary system of the 
Indian dependency ought not to be assimilated entirely or partially 
to the system of the United Kingdom. 

The proposed assimilution, it must be admitted, is not devoid of 
difficulty, nor yet, perhaps, under some possible events, untainted 
with hardship; but if, as a public measure, the general good 
seems largely to preponderate, the less of change and hardship will 
result from it if carried into effect at a period when the finances of 
the country, and consequently ‘the public credit, are altogether 
in a transitional condition. 

When it is proposed that the gold sovereign should be intro- 
duced into the currency of India and recognised as the equivalent 
often rupees, that proposition does not imply either a double 
Standard or a change of standard; it only signifies that the 
sovereign should become a legal tender, which isa very different 
thing; and whether or not any injustice or breach of faith would 
be-caused by the employment of that second form of discharging 
debt or that new facility of paying and being paid, entirely de- 
pends on the quantity of gold or of silver to be found in the re- 
spective coins and on the comparative value thereof all the world 
over. 

Now, be the country where it may, let there be one gold 
sovereign, and let there be ten silver rupees lying on the same 
table, extract all the grains of gold from the sovereign and all 
the grains of silver from the rupees, place them in separate heaps, 
call in the goldsmith or the money changer, and he will give, in 
the form of any third commodity, more for the gold than he will 
8ive for the silver, in the relation of from 103 or 104 to the 100. 
é same result will be seen by a reference to Mr M’Culioch’s 
table of silver coins valued at 5s 2d per ounce standard, which is 
about the present price, in exchange for gold. In this table the 
pany’s rupee is set down at 1s 11,454, therefore ten rupees 
&reequal to less than 19s 3d or 231 pence, whereas we know that 
gold sovereign contains 240 pence, being an excess of value in 
the gold of about 4 per cent. 
If the foregoing comparison be just, all the apparent strength 
of the reasons by which the Governor-General in Council answers 
© appeal of the bankers and merchants disappears; since an 
obligation to pay 100 in the form of silver could hardly be said to 
disturbed by a voluntary offer to pay as much gold as would 











; be equal to 104; and surely the person receiving the gold could 
not be said to be compelled to have reeourse to money ch 
under circumstances disadvantageous to himself. The right to 
pay in silver, whether claimed by individuals or by the Govern- 
ment, would still remain ; consequently the right to pay in gold, 
which might be a mutual convenience, could not be of any disad- 
vantage either to the creditor or the debtor. 

The spirit which, in this instance, directs the answer of the 
Governor-General in Council, seems to be the result of a strong 
conviction that a considerable fall -was on the eve of taking place 
in the value of gold, and that the effect of making it legal tender 
might consequently be to cause it to supersede and usurp the 
place of the silver standard. 

If, by the neglect of the Government, such an event were to be 
permitted, it might cause much inconvenience in driving away the 
silver money and placing the trade, especially the retail trade, of 
the country in the same wrong situation as now exists in France 
from the want of small coins; but such a state of things ought not 
to arise, and there is no reason why it should, because if gold 
should fall the 3 or 4 per cent., and so approach to the level of the 
standard coin, the Government would do right to proclaim 
that the sovereign, in place of its equality to'ten rupees, should 
thenceforth be legal tender for only 9% rupees or 9}, as events 
might require. 

That would be one way of proceeding. The other, and probably 
the most statesmanlike, would be to say at once that all the cir- 
cumstances of the Government being changed, and all, or nearly 
all, the commercial relations of India being with countries wherein 
a gold currency prevails, let the standard cease to be silver and 
become gold. 

As for the extreme sensitiveness about breach of faith, what 
does it amount to, if the motive in view is to render the people 
more prosperous and the Government more entitled to confidence 
and respect? And what is the situation of the Indian public 
creditor at this moment with his 5 per cent. stock at 85, and his 
4 per cent. stock at 71 ; can anything that is short of bankruptcy 
be worse ?

The increased and growing importasce of Memphis and Nashville, 
Tennessee, as cotton receiving and distributiog pointe, cannot: haye 
escaped the notice ofiall interested in the cotton trade; and within a few 
years past the traffic in cotton at both these points has assumed a magni. 
tude and consequence too great to be overlooked in making up an annual 
statement of the crop of the United States, It is well known that the 
crop, as heretofore compiled by us, has included only cotton received at 
the seaboard, and was, therefore, emphatically the commercial 
rather than a full statement of the production uf the country. To meet 
this apparent omission, however, we have introduced for several year 
past a careful estimate of the amount consumed in the interior of the 
country, and have given the totals both of this and the consumption of 
the seaboard. It is now claimed, however, that Memphis, and 
Nashville, and other important points at the West (on the Mississi 
river), should be added to the cotton ports of the country, and the ship. 
ments from these places, whether to the Atlantic ports or to the in. 
terior, added to the crop of the United States. On the other hand, it js 
said that such a course would be a novelty and an innovation uncalled 
for by the interests of the trade, inasmuch as the commercial crop, as 
heretofore made up, is alone applicable to the needs of foreigu and coast. 
wise shipment, and that comparisons with former years would be value 
less and illusive. We have thus stated the case, and wait further 
developments as to the necessity or propriety of any change hereafter in 
our mode of ascertaining the crop of the country. The following from 
the Mev phis Bulletin, of the 1st inst., will give an idea of the extent of, 
the business referred to, besides which it is stated that 20,000 bales were 
shipped “ North’ from Nashville:—“ We append a statement of the 
amount of cotton receipts during the past year, and also as compared 
with the past nine years, as follows:—Crop of 1850-1, 163,000 bales; 
1851-2, 72,000; 1852-3, 202,000 ; 1853-4, 188,000; 1854-5, 200,000; 
1855 6, 295,000; 1856-7, 231,000; 1857-8, 243,000; 1858-9, 325,480,” 

Of this year’s receipts, 241,546 bales were shipped to New Orleans 
(and is of course counted there), and 83,561 “‘up the river’’—a large 
portion of which we include in receipts at New York and other Atlantic 
ports, as has been our custom for many years past. 

It may be well to observe, that the preceding statement of the crop is 
that of the United States, as a whole, and does not purport to give the

Agriculture. 


SAYINGS AT AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES, 

So numerous are the reports of speeches made at meetings desig- 
nated agricultural, and generally so little is there appertaining to 
agriculture in those speeches, that it is not easy for commentators 
on events of interest in reference to agriculture to deal with them. 
Certain characteristics, however, prevail at all these meetings, 
or rather in the speeches reported as made at them, which differ 
from those of former years. First, the speeches are strongly poli- 
tical,—in perhaps the majority of cases have no reference whatever 
to agriculture. Secondly, they are made by Peers, members of 
Parliament, and landed magnates, who for the most part have 
rather held aloof from agricultural meetings for some years 

or when present had carefully entrenched themselves within the 
nominal rule excluding politics from such meetings. Thirdly, 
farmers are entirely silent. Indeed, from the tone and tendency of 
the great men’s speeches, it might almost be supposed that there 
exists a design to prevent many utterances from farmers now the 
price of wheat ranges about 40s per quarter. And, fourthly, a 
few remarks have fallen from landowners and political men which 
indicate that a truer appreciation of the exigencies of English 
husbandry and existing mismanagement of landed property is 
slowly making its way among those classes. 

At the North Bucks Agricultural Association, Mr Hubbard, 
M.P., disclosed the feeling which had kept members of Parliament 
and other ‘‘ farmers’ friends’’ away from these meetings for some 
time past, when he said: ‘‘ Members of Parliament now felt greatly 
relieved in having the opportunity of addressing their constituents

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Then fine flourishes about national defences and the like have the 
advantage of leading off the farmers from grave questions about 
Jeases, improvements, game depredations, and the like, which 
they are very apt to raise when the price of wheat falls below the 
zero of 40s.

inst imaginary dangers do not, however, produce much effect 
amongst the farmers. They would practice rifle or any other 
shooting, if thereby they could free their farms from the plague 
of hares and rabbits; but to lose their time and their temper in 
reparing to shoot Frenchmen, who are never likely to appear to 
ghot at, is too great a trial of rural philosophy. 

Thus we find at the Ripley (Yorkshire) Agricultural Society, 
Sir W. P. Gallaway, M.P., said: “‘ As one of the lieutenancy of the 
county, he had the previous day received a letter giving a most 
dismal account of tlfe want of public zeal in the part of Yorkshire 
where he resided, as regarded the formation of a corps for the 
defence of their homes and families ;” and he expressed his “ firm 
‘and decided opinion that the time was not far distant when Eng- 
lishmen might be called upon to defend those possessions and those 
riches which they had met together for the purpose of advancing.” 
The Yorkshiremen, then, have proved too ‘‘ canny” to be caught 
by the invasion panic. 

Yet, amidst all the nonsense uttered at these meetings, we find 
a few rational and satisfactory remarks or statements. Thus, at 
the Wayland (Norfolk) Agricultural Society, the Chairman, Lord 
Walsingham, said there was an improvement in the social condi- 
tion of rural labourers in Norfolk, who now consumed a great 
deal more meat than they did ten or fifteen years ago. This 

i we are told, was afterwards confirmed by Mr Gayford, 
Hs farmer. Whether Mr Gayford said anything else does not 

appear, and this is the solitary indication afforded to the public 
ie any farmer has opened his lips to speak at any of the 
‘autumnal agricultural meetings. 

_ At the Buckinghamshire meeting we have referred to, Si 

Harry Verney, speaking as to the improvement of landedpro-r 
perty, said: ‘* One of the great results he hoped to see was, that 








capitalists would feel convinced of the important truth that 
there was no speculation in which ‘they could engage with 
greater safety and with more advantage, than the investment 
of a portion of their capital in the cultivation of the soil of 
Old England. He had long felt that to be a matter of the utmost 
social importance, and he was satisfied that when capitalists be- 
came aware of the advantages which they would derive from in- 
vesting their money in land they would do so.” Agreeing 
entirely with Sir Harry Verney in his estimate of the im- 
portant field the soil of England affords for the profitable 
investment of capital, we much doubt whether something more 
than the discovery of that fact by the capitalists is not necessary 
to induce such investments. Capitalists, as such, investing their 
capital in land, will do so either by loans to farmers for cultiva- 
tion, or to landowners for permanent improvements, or in the 
actual purchase and improvement of the land. But the precarious 
tenures upon which farmers in England hold their farms effec- 
tually prevent capitalists making investments in aid of cultiva- 
tion. With a rational lease, which might be made a security for 
money as leasehold buildings in towns are made securities, large 
investments of capital might be made by means of loans to 
farmers, which would greatly conduce to the profit of the capitalist, 
the farmer, and his landlord. But at present such a dealing with 
land as would permit such transactions seems to be an object of 
apprehension rather than of desire to the majority of landowners. 

At the Slow-on-the-Wold (Gloucestershire), Mr Holland, M.P., 
illustrated the necessity of a lease for enabling a farmer to farm 
profitably, saying :—‘‘ He himself was now farming profitably, 
‘* whereas if he Wad left off at the end of two or three years, he 
should have been, as far as farming was concerned, a ruined 
man.” 

Mr Holland some years since promulgated a form of lease which 
had been recommended for adoption by the Evesham Farmers’ 
Club, and, as a general form, it is the most rational and practical 
one we have met with. His present testimony as to the hazard 
of improved husbandry without security of tenure is valuable.

In my last I mentioned that a project for executing a railway 
from Rouen to Amiens is about to be carried out. This railway 
will enable Belgian coal to be sold in Rouen, Evreux, and the other 
manufacturing towns of Normandy at u comparetively cheap rate ; 
and consequently English coal, which now supplies almost exelu- 
sively the Norman markets, will be subjected to a very serious 
competition. At Dieppe, Fecamp, and Havre, the ports by which 
English coal is chiefly imported, the projected railway is looked 
on with considerable apprehension, from the belief that it will 
have the effect of diminishing the English coal trade. Your coal- 
owners will no doubt do all they can to retain possession of a 
market which they have long supplied, and which is really of 
great importance to them; and to attain that object they would 
do well to request without delay the English Government to 
endeavour to obtain from the French Emperor a modification of the 
absurd and inquitous tariff on coal,—a tariff which imposes a much 
higher import duty on coal introduced by the seaboard nearest 
England, that is to say on English coal, than on that brought in 
by the Belgian and German frontiers. 
A call of 50f per share is made by the Spanish Credit Mobilier, 
and it is advertised that a general meeting of the shareholders is 
to take place on the 30th November at Madrid. This Credit 
Mobilier is in connection with and under the qprotection of its 
great namesake in Paris. 
The railway return for the week ending the 16th presents 
these results:—A decline of rather more than } per cent. per 
kilometre in the Northern line; and an increase in all the 
other lines,—of nearly 11 per cent. in the Orleans, of nearly

Of the coffee, more was brought from the English Indies than 
from any other country, even than from Braziland Hayti. Where 
the wheat came from is not specified. The cotton of course wag 
obtained chiefly from the United States ; but the portion npetes 
from Egypt was greater than in the two preceding years, Of the 
flax and hemp threads, about one-third was from England. More 
than half the coal was from Belgium, and England supplied about 
one-half of what that country did. Of the wool about one-third, 
and of the cast-iron more than half came from England. In 
foreign sugar the Island of Mauritius supplied the largest 
quantity. 

The country to which the largest quantity of wine was sent was 
Algeria ; that which took the next largest quantity was Sardinia; 
and the other couutries which took large quantities were B 

the Hanse Towns, Tuscany, Belgium, Switzerland, United States, 
The quantity sent to England was so small that it is not specificall 
mentioned. Of the brandies, however, nearly one-half went to 
England. Of machinery, Spain was the largest recipient, and 
Sardinia, Switzerland, Belgium, and Russia the next largest. Of 
the modes, England received nearly one-third and the United 
States not much less. Rather more than half the salt was sent to 
the cod and herring fisheries, and the countries which took the 
largest part of the other half were Norway, the Zollverein, Bel- 
gium, Sardinia, Switzerland, and Brazil. ‘The refined sugar went 
principally to Austria, the Two Sicilies, Sardinia, Switzerland, 
Turkey, Chili, and Algeria.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

With the exception of oats being somewhat dearer, the grain 
trade, generally, ‘at Mark lane to-day was inactive, at Monday’s 
currency. The imports from abroad amount to 4,780 quarters of 
wheat ; 3,720 barley; 15,270 oats ; 120 sacks and 500 barrels of 
flour. 

At Liverpool this morning, produce was heavy, but not cheaper,

Larger arrivals of wheat and beans having come in from the Saide, 
coupled{with discouraging accounts from Europe, and an extreme penury of 
money, there has been a fall in price since our last of the 10th inst. The 
following are the operations, with to-day’s prices f.o.b. :—Wheat, Saide, 
8,300 qra at 278 4d to 27s 8d, and for very fine, 28s 6d; ditto Behera, 
160 qrs at 26s 6d; beane, Saide, 5,500 qrs at 26s 3d to 27s ; ditto Behera, 
630 qrs at 25s 9d to 26s 6d; berley, only 70 ars (private) have arrived 
at 16s ;_630 qrs Prince’s were sold at 178; 1,250 qrs Prince’s are held at 
17s 6d. 

The total sales during the past week in the Liverpool cotton 
market have amounted to 50,500 bales, including 3,500 on specu- 











lation, 11,000 bales for export, leaving 36,000 bales for spinners. 
There has been, however, a very large supply to meet the de- 
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mand, and quotations are again jd to 3d per lb lower than 
on Friday last. Americans suffer to the greatest extent in the 
depression, Surats being partially maintained by the large export 
inquiry.

Opening rates will no doubt be much in- 
fluenced by the next advices from Europe. Settlements have been entirely 
confined to scented teas, and some Tayshan congous.

1 Prices : fine to finest, 28 to31 taeis; medium, 24 to 26 taels; fair, 20 to 
22 taels; common, 18} teels. At Foo-Chow, a large business has been 
done in tea, induced by the news from the North, which gave rise to 
speculation, and prices of congou gradualiy advanced until they reached 
4 to 5taels above the lowest point. Souchongs, Oolongs, and pekoes 
show little change. Latterly the market was more quiet. Quotations 
are :—Congou, dusty to clean common, 12.5 to 17.5 tacls; good common 
to flavoury, 17.5 to 25 taels: on Karsin kinds, 26 to 29 taels; Karsin, 
32 to 34 taels; Souchong, common and fair medium, 20 to 27.5 taels;

The weather having 
continued very unfavourable in the districts, the plant has continued to 
fall off, and the very moderate expectations of planters a fortnight ago 
have generally been further reduced, and especially in Kishnaghur and 
Jessore. In Tirhoot it rained very heavily during the first ten or twelve 
days of this mgnth, and the first cuttings consequently finish with rather 
less than the estimates that we received, and the Khoonties on low lands 
have undoubtedly been injured in some degree. The first cuttings in 
Tirhoot and Chuprah will amount to about 21,000 maunds, and the 
Khoonties, with favourable weather, may give 7,000 to 9,000 more. 
Benares and the Doab have good prospects, but in estimating them at 
30,000 maunds we believe we shall not be under the mark. Ii is yet too 
early, however, to speak very confidently regarding them, for their manu- 
facturing season will extend over the next six or eight weeks, and 
mucb will depend upon the weather, Crop of 1857-8:—Dacca, Furrid- 
pore and Mymensing 2,482 fy. mds., Jessore 10,008, Kishnaghur and 
Nuddea 12,755, Hooghly, Barraset and 24-Pergunnahs 602, Midnapore

total, 88,512 maunds. Exports of indigo from the lst November, 
1858, to the evening of the 19th August.

Metals generally have continued flat, and Scotch pig-iron has 
sold at 51s cash. 
“ The shipments and local consumption of iron,” observes Mr 
Thomas Thorburn, in his quarterly circular, “‘ have reached 
245,000 tons in the quarter just closing, being an increase 0 
30,000 tons over the corresponding period of last year, and of 37,000 
tons over same period of 1857, when the price averaged 70s per 
ton, with 131 furnaces in blast. ‘The stocks in warehouse- 
keepers and makers’ stores are consequently reduced to 315,000 
tons. The malleable ironworks and foundries in the district have 
continued actively employed, and shipbuilding on a large scale is 
going on at our various building yards, whilst there is an in- 
creasing demand for all kinds of machinery.”

The cotton market has been heavy for the most part during the week. 
In the first few days there was a steady govud business doing by the trade, 
at former prices ; exporters also bought to a fair extent. Latterly, how- 
ever, there has been less animation, and again some irregular sales have 
been made, We reduce our quotations 1-16d to 4d per |b. In the Jow 
dusty qualities of American cheap purchases are still to be had. Longstapled 
kinds, especially Egyptians, are rather more saleable, East India are still 
drooping. Some excitement has taken place last evening and to-day, 
owing to advices from America. The sales to-day are 10,000 bales. The 
market is more animated. The reported export amounts to 10,970 bales, 
consisting of 2,250 American, 760 Brazil, and 7,960 East India. 











MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 





The commercial advices at hand this week from India and China being 
unfavourable, the amount of business passing in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts on Eastern account has been very limited ; and, in some instances, 
prices have had a downward tendency. The continental and home trade, 
however, especiaily the latter, is in a healthy state. There is no accumu- 
lation of stock in the warehouse, and many of the manufacturers are 
still working to order. The transactions in iron have not increased; but 
there has been a good demand for coals at enhanced quotations. 

Mancuester, Sept. 29.—Onr market has been extremely inactive all 
the week. The common numbers of continental yarns have given way, 
at least 4d per Ib, but few sales have occurred. The higher numbers 
particularly those for doubling, have remained steady, accounts from 
Germany representing these as considerably wanted for mixture with 
woollens. But yarns tur India, though offered freely at a decline of 3d 
per lb, have not found buyers. Shirting*, also, have suffered a nominal 
reduction, 3d a piece and more having been abated. Since, as a rule, 
beth spinners and manufacturers of these staples have engagements 
extending beyond the middle of October, it is only a few who are as yet 
ready and so attempt to make sales at the present relapse, though a 
eneral expectation is held of the market falling further. This expecta- 
tio has influenced buyers of most other articles, and all but necessary

purchases have been delayed, notwithstanding that printing cloths, as an 
instance, are stillin short supply for the absolute requirements of the 
works, whilst the actual condition and winter prospects of the home 
trade continue encouraging. A series of telegrams announcing stagna- 
tion and depression at Calcutta has been the one source of the 
interruption.

Warehouse trade is 
also generally good. loa poict of fact the woollen trade of this district 
was never on a more sound and legitimate basis _——BraD¥rorD.— We 
cannot report any increased demand for combing wool. Inquiries are 
few, and sales are very limited. The demand for worsted yarns keeps very 
steady by the home manufacturers, and the foreign houses are now taking 
a larger supply than for several months past—-especially those trading to 
Russia previous to winter setting in. Prices are steady. The demand 
for pieces is unaitered, with no stocks of goods on the market.—— 
Leicester.—The hosiery trade is without change, the utmost activity 
pervading every useful branch. The country districts share in the ac- 
tivity, the operatives being fully employed. There are no stocks on 
hand. Wools are in steady demand and are making high prices. Yarns 
are in request, spinners being well employed. NorrincHam.—There 
is rather less doing in the lace trade this week, the home demand con- 
tinuing dull. Foreign orders are stil] in course of execution, but, on the 
whole, business is in a quiet state; There is a little doing in some 
brancnes of the silk lace trade; most of the departments are, however, 
inactive. Stocks of most descriptionsof goods are light. Yarns are high 
in price, with no indication of receding. In silk no important change. 
Dunpex.—Our market is in a healthy state, and prices generally rule 
firm. —— BeLrast.—The linen trade is steady ; but yarns and flax have 
been very inactive, BiRMINGHAN.—Manufacturers are finishing up 
the orders they have in hand, and for the last week comparatively few 
have been given out; but the accounts received relative to the condition 
of the country trade from the factors’ travellers, who are on thir journeys, 
all speak of the prospect of a good trade to the end of the year. In the 
foreign trade there is an average amount of business doing, with the 
exception of the East Indian. 

















AMERICAN GRAIN AND) FLOUR MARKETS. 

New York, Sept. 14’—Friour anp Meau.—There has provailed a 
steady fair demand for State and Western flour, and the transactions 
have been to a fair extent for both the local and Eastern trade, while 
there have been moderate sales of the lower grades for export. The 
movement from the Weat of both flour and grain is becoming more 
active, and we notice that the shipments.to the seaboard are becoming 
heavier every week, as also the receipts by the various sources in this 
city. The higher grades have fluctuated somewhat, having been in more 
plentiful supply, but the market closed dull yesterday for all grades at 
our quotations, which are 10 to 15 cents per barrel higher than the 
closing prices of last Friday. The transactions during the three days 
amount to 26,500 barrels. The market for Southern florr has been quiet, 
and the sales have been to only a moderate extent at prices not varying 
materially from previous rates. 

Grain.—The demand for wheat has in a measure abated, owing 
partly to increased receipts, and we note a very material decline 
on all descriptions, The returns from the West show a large 
aggregate yield, and farmers are lees reluctant to dispose of their 
supplies than during the first week or two subsequent to the 
harvesting. The crop of Wisconsin is estimated at 14,000,000 bushels, 
and that of all the Western States is said to be fair, in view of which, 
dealers do not anticipate any material advance over current prices, except 
in cases of temporary scarcity, caused by mishaps to the canals, &c. The 
transactions since Friday have been on a moderate scale, but there was 
more activity yesterday, superinduced by holders. having granted a con- 
cession from previous prices of 3 to 5 cents per bushel, chiefly, however, 
on white, The sales aggregate 45,750 bushels. The market for corn has 
assumed various aspects since our Jast, having been duil and active alter- 
netely ; the sales, however, present a fair aggregate, amouuting to 75,500 
bushels, of which more than half changed hands yesterday, prices being 
1 to 3 cents higher than the closing quotations of Friday last. 

New Yorks, Sept, 16.—The market for flour is dull and heavy, and 
the quotations generally show a decline of 5c to 10c per barrel. Wheat 
is drooping, and lc to 2c per bushel cheaper. Indian corn is scarce and 
firmer.. 
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LONDON MARKETS. : 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lank, Fripay Evenina. 

The leading markets held this week have been somewhat better sup- 
plied with home-grown wheat, in improved condition. For good and fine 
samples of both red and white, there has been a fair inquiry at full 
prices; but low and damp qualities have continued heavy at barely late 
currencies. Fine foreign wheats have realised previous quotationr, but 
no disposition has been shown to operate in them beyond immediate 
wants. Damp qualities have ruled nominal in value. Fine malting 
barley has continued in request at extreme rates, arising from its scarcity. 
In grinding and distilling sorts, the transactions have been on a limited 
scale on former terms. All other kiads of spring corn have moved off 
slowly, and prices have had a drooping tendency. The flour trade, how- 
ever, may be called healthy. 

The latest advices from the United States are to the effect that the 
wheat harvest has turned out a most abundant one, and that a few car- 
goes of flour were in progress of shipment to this country. If accounts 
can be relied upon, there is now a large surplus quantity of wheat in 
the States, as well as in Canada; hence, the prospect is that prices will 
eventually decline to a level, which may make shipments profitable, 


The demand for wheat in Scotland has been somewhat heavy, on 
former terms. Fine barley has realised extreme rates; but other articles 
heave ruled dull. In reference to the result of the harvest, a corre- 
spondent thus writes :—‘* Wheat having suffered least from the long 
protracted drought, is our best crop. Deliveries of this grain have slready 
been made, weighing 65 to 66 Ibs, and the samples handed to me are 
generally well-filled and finely coloured. Although barley is not a heavy 
crop, in most instances deficiency in quantity will be compensated for by 
superiority of quality and heaviness of weight. There is in this couvtry 
a larger proportion of prime barley than has occnrred within my expe- 
rience. The season has been most unfavourable for oats—the straw 
short and thin, and the return not equal toa half crop. In upland dis- 
tricts, where they have been later of ripening, they have turned out 
more successfully ; but takipg the crop as a whole, there will be little to 
spare for exportation. Potatoes are everywhere luxuriant, and having 
paased that stage of their growth at which disease genersily manifests 
itself, farmers no longer apprehend it.” 


In Ireland, rather increased supplies of wheat have been brought for- 
forward ; nevertheless, prices have continued tolerably firm. There has 
been rather more inquiry for fine barley, oate, as well as Indian corn, on 
former terms, Otherwise, the trade has ruled heavy. 

Very little English wheat was received fresh up to-day. For most 
kinds, the demand ruled inactive, at Monday’s currency. The transac- 
tions in foreign wheat were limited, on former terms. Fine barley was 
very firm in price, and oats advanced 6d per quarter. All other articles 
sold slowly, at late rates. 

Mr Ed. Rainford reports that 95 vessels have arrived off coast since 
the 22nd instant laden with grain, and that a full average business has 
been transacted in floating cargoes, at full prices.

Sucar.—Continued heavy landings, and the gradually increasing stock, 
together with the large supplies offering, have again weakened confidence 
on the part of the trade, and prices frequentiy experienced a reduction 
of 6d to 1s upon low to middling qualities, fine as well as crystallised 
presenting scarcely any change. The result of the Dutch sale on Wed- 
nesday has not bad any influence on this market. About 1,100 casks 
West India had changed hands to yesterday, including a portion of 850 
casks by auction. Barbadoes brown, 348 6d to 36s; yellow, 36s 6d to 458; 
soft brown and yellow St Kitts, Grenade, &c., 338 to 37s 6d; Jamaica 
brown and yellow, 36s to 39s 6d ; crystallised Demerara, 39s 6d to 45s 6d; 
grainy Berbice, 37s to 41s 6d per ewt. The quantity landed last week 
amounted to 16,00 tone, and the deliveries were 4,140 tons, consequently 
the stock was further augmented to 82,300 tons against 76,950 tons in 
1858 at same time. 

Mauritus.—3,335 bags offered on Tuesday sold at the above reduction 
for the lower grades, the bulk comprising low to good brown, from 
278 6d to 35s 6d per cwt. 

Bengal.—Of 3,750 bags, a considerable portion sold, and the Gurpatta 
date kinds went very cheap, viz., 39a to 41s for middling to good ; grainy 
yellow and white, without material alteration, viz., 43s 6d to 47s 6d;

The 
stocks of leather are, however, considerably diminisbed, and its upward 
tendency can scarcely be doubted were any extraneous demand to arise. 
We may aguin mention the continued inquiries for heavy dressing hides 
suited to coach and saddle purposes. At the public sale of foreign hides 
this week the Australians made an advance of 4d to 3d per lb. Of 9,000 
offered, nearly 8,000 were sold at 64d to 63d for the best; seconds, 5d to 
6d; thirds, 3}dto3}d. The few Buenos Ayres offered were of second 
qualities, bulis or heated, and brought 73d te 8d. Of the 120,000 East 
India kips, of which 105,000 were sold, there was scarcely any change in 
prices; the lower qualities were, however, in rather better demand. 
Buffaloes of the best quality made aslight advance: By private contract, 
12,000 River Plate hides have been sold at 834, leaving in stock only 
3,500 bides. ‘ 

Metats.—There has been perhaps more business doing in the week,

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed in 1849, a deficiency of 
2,709,752/; in 1856, a deficiency of 9,659,5712; in 1857, a 
deficiency of 10,529,010/; and in 1858, a deficiency of 
3,690,6152. In 1859, the deficiency is 6,338,092/. 

At the corresponding period of the year 1849, the party 
of the “ Mountsin” in the French Assembly were threaten- 
ing strong opposition to the expected demand of the Govern- 
ment for a grant of money in connection with the French 
occupation of Rome. Mr Cobden was recommending that 
a public meeting should be held to denounce the proposed 
Austrian Joan. The United States Government had seized 
a piratical expedition which was being fitted out against the 
Spaniards in Cuba. The rate of discount in the London 
market was 2+ per cent.; the exchanges were at an 
extraordinarily high level—partly the effect of distrust 
—and gold was still rapidly accumulating in the Bank of 
England. 




















In 1856, attention was directed to the coronation fetes at 
Moscow. There were great financial embarrassments on 
the Continent. At Hamburg, the rate of discount had risen 
to 9 per cent. The German bankers were eagerly pressing 
sales of securities on the Paris Bourse, where a panic 
likewise prevailed. In consequence of the great drain of 
gold from the Bank of France, who were attempting to | 
stem it by withdrawals from this country, the Bank of 
England rate of discount had just been raised from 44 to 
5 per cent. 

In 1857, attention was concentrated upon the progress 
of the mutiny in India. News had been received that the 
British in Lucknow had not yet been relieved, and that the 
rebels still held possession of Delhi. The critical position 
of Havelock’s reduced force gave rise to fresk apprehensions 
in many quarters. The attitude of the native troops in the 
Madras and Bombay Presidencies was watched with ex- 
treme anxiety. Consols were only a fraction above 90. 

In 1858, Sir Hope Grant and other generals were en- 
gaged in the pursuit of detached bodies of insurgents in 
Oude. A reduction in the Bank rate of discount from 
8 to 2} per cent. was looked for, but did not take place 
until some months afterwards. Consols had reached 984, 
being the highest point known for years, and most other 
classes of securities were likewise advancing, a considerable 
degree of speculative animation being observable in the 
Stock Exchange. The new Turkish loan, ‘issued at 80, 
(and now at 70), was quoted 4 premium, and the new 
Brazilian loan commanded nearly 1 per cent. premium. 


The money market presents the features usual at this 
season. In all quarters increased activity has prevailed; 
yet there has been no pressure. At the Bank of England 
the demand has not exceeded moderate proportions, although 
the transactions which have taken place below 24 per cent. 
in the open market have been of a somewhat exceptional 
character. The large mass of bullion lately imported and 
lodged in the Bank, has doubtless contributed to obviate the 
comparative tightness which is usually experienced at this 
period. To-day, being the last day of the quarter, business 
was more active than on any former day of the week, and 
the applications at the Bank were rather heavy. 

There will probably be a good demand for accommodation 
next week, in connection with the bills maturing in the first 
few days of October. It would be quite in the ordinary 
course were the Bank to be called upon to release a portion 
of the large amount of public balances now deposited with 
them. The payment of the October dividends will not 
commence until the 13th. 

The increased demand for money has extended to the 
Stock Exchange, bankers and others who have large revenue 
payments to meet, having withdrawn loans hitherto placed in 
that. establishment. Short loans on English Government 
securities have consequently commanded as much as 2} to3 
per cent., being the highest rate known for many months, 
It is not likely, however, considering the very moderate 
amount of stock afloat in the market, that these terms will 
be long maintained. 

The second instalment of 25 per cent. fell due on the 
Indian 5 per cent. loan of 5,000,000 on Tuesday, but as 
the amount of the loan then outstanding in the shape of 
scrip was only 1,440,000/ (the balance—3,560,000/—having 
been paid in full, and written into the Bank books as stock), 
the sum required to be paid into the Bank of England on 
that day was only 360,000/, instead of 1,250,000. The 
rapidity with which this loan is being paid up attests the 
magnitude of the amount of capital which the public, despite 
their apparent indisposition to go near the Stock Exchange, 
hold ready for investment in sound securities, if offered on 
terms presenting a fair margin for profit. 

The influx of specie and bullion continues upon an exten- 
sive scale. The principal imports this week have consisted 
of 475,000/ from Melbourne and 110,0007 from the United 
States. A portion of the American gold, which is relatively 
the better suited to the wants of the continental refiners, 
has been sent away, but by far the larger proportion of the 
gold imported continues to find its way into the Bank. 

News of an adverse alteration to the extent of 2 or 3 per 
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cent. in the China exchanges has occasioned a decided

tinue for some time longer. The circumstance that the 
Bank latterly have retained only a portion of the gold known 
to have been purchased by them is of little practical im- 
portance, for the sums which do not appear in their returns 
must have been draughted away for active use in the coun- 

, whence, in the ordinary course of business, they will 
ultimately flow back to the great depository. 

The amount of gold sent into the Bank since the date of 
the return given above is 155,000/, inclusive of 40,000/ this

The Dover Castle, with 78,191 oz.; the Yorkshire, with 
29,471 oz.; the British Trident, with 32,767 oz.; the 
Dirigo, with 18,657 0z.; and the George Marshall, with 
99,813 oz. ‘The total value is about 756,000/. 

The foreign exchanges remain firm at last week’s rates. 
Bills on St Petersburg are quoted rather higher, but this 
movement is adverse to England. 

The homeward mail from Australia was announced three 
or four days ago as having reached Aden, and, together with 
the Bombay mail, is expected to be delivered in London about 
Wednesday next. In the case of the Australian mail, this 
will be only one day beyond the contract time. 

It appears from the last advices from India that the sub- 
scriptions to the open 54 per cent. loan were at the rate of 
only about 2,000,000/ sterling per annum, instead of the 
5,000,000/ wanted by the Government. Transactions have 
taken place in this 54 per cent. rupee loan in London during 
the present week at a price equivalent to par. 

We gather from an official paper just published, that the 
total number of persons entitled to dividends at the Bank of 
Engiand is 269,328, of whom, in the year ending July last, 
94,301 received under 10/ each, 44,917 between 10/ and 
201, 86,943 between 20/ and 1001, 22,663 between 1002 and 
2001, 12,712 between 200/ and 400/, 3,663 between 400/ 
and 600/, 2,378: between 6007 and 1,000/, 1,174 between 
1,000/ and 2,000/, 376 between 2,000/ and 4,000/, and only 
203 more than 4,000/ per annum. Of the total of 269,328 
fundholders, 226,161 were entitled to less than 100/ per 
annum.

The London directors of the Grand Trunk Railway of 
Canada, in a brief report issued this evening, furnish the 
shareholders with the accounts for the half-years ending re-

.1859. ‘The balance to the credit of revenue for the former 
period has been 20,6781, and for the latter 20,867/. The 
directors assure the proprietors that ‘these comparatively 
unsatisfactory results are attributable both to an amount of 
commercial depression throughout Canada and the Western 
States of America, following upon ‘the panic of 1857, un- 
paralleled in their history, and to the non-completion of 
the Victoria Bridge, together with those links by which 
alone the Grand ‘Trunk Railway will become a continuous 
line from Detroit (where the lines of railroad from the West 
and South-west converge) to Quebec, Portland, and Boston.” 














The Madras Irrigation Company, in a notification issued 


this evening, state that “The sum of 20,9597 has this day 
been paid into the Indian Treasury to the credit of the com- 
pany, in advance of calls, making, with the other payments 
of a like nature already effected, a total of 389,695/ received 
by the Secretary of State for India in Council from this 
company on account of its capital since the 27th of February 
last, 12 per share only (i.e. 50,0007) having been called up.” 
At a general meeting of shareholders in the Commercial 
Banking Company of Sydney, held on the 12th of July, the 
directors’ report stated the net profits of the half-year, in- 
cluding the sum brought forward from the previous six 
months, at 32,420/, of which 23,5117 was appropriated to 
payment of a dividend at the rate of 18 per cent. per annum, 
and 4,000/ to increase the reserved fund, leaving 4,908 to 
be carried forward. It was announced that the Board had 
just received their first advices from Mr Thomas Whistler 
Smith, in London, intimating ,that the Board for conducting 
the agency of the Bank recently established in London had 
been formed by the acceptance of office as directors of 
Messrs John Gilchrist and Frederick Parbury. The Bank 
are now in a position to draw direct upon their London 
office. , 

The Mediterranean Extension Telegraph Company have 
received intelligence of the successful submersion, on the 
23rd inst., of their new cable between Malta and Alga 
Grandi, in Sicily, a distance of about 70 miles. This cable 
is now open for the transmission of messages between Malta 
and this country. 

At Paris to-day (Friday) the closing quotations of the 
Bourse were as follows, viz, 3 per Cent. Rentes, for money, 
69.30; ditto, for end of September, 69.25; ditto, for end 
of October, 69.424; ditto, 44 per Cents. for money, 
95.75; Bank of France shares, 2,825. Compared with 
the closing quotations of last Friday, the 3 per Cents. 
exhibit no variation worthy of notice. At one period of the 
week a tendency to improvement was shown. The subse- 
quent relapse seems to have been principally occasioned by 
the languor of business. 

There has rarely been a week of greater inactivity in the 
funds. The speculators do not seem to have even sufficient 
spirit to get up canards, The transactions each day have 
been upon a very limited scale, and Consols closed this after- 
noon almost exactly the same as on last Friday, viz., at 954 
to § for money, and 95% to ? for the 11th of October. The 
relative reduction in the price for immediate delivery is oc- 
casioned by the increased demand for money which has. 
lately prevailed in the Stock Exchange. The quotation for 
the next account fixed for the 8th of November, is only $ 
per cent. higher than that for the 11th of October; this.

COMPARATIVE EXCHANGES, 

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 2 per mille discount, and the 
short exchange on London is 25.12} per ll sterling. On comparing 
these rates with the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 103d per ounce for 
standard gold, it appears that gold is about the same price in London 
and Paris. 

By advices fromm Hamburg the price of gold is 422} per mark, and the 
short exchange 6n London is 13.42 per 1/ sterling. Standard gold at 
the English Mint price is, therefore, about 3-10ths per cent. dearer in 
London than in Hamburg. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is 110 to 1103 per cent., which, when compared with the Mint 
par between the two countries, shows that the exchange is in 
favour of England; and, after making allowance for charges of transport 
and difference of interest, the present rate leaves a trifling profit on 
the im portation of gold from the United States.

GREAT SOUTHERN AND WESTERN.—The extension of this company’s 
liue from Tullamore to Athlone is nearly completed, and will, it is expected, 
be ready for opening this month. 

NorvHERN OF FRANCE.—The traffic receipts on this line from the Ist 
of January to the 16th inst. amounted, on 620 miles of railway, to 
1,561,878/, and for the corresponding period of last year, on 574 miles of 
railway, to 1,508,487/, showing an increase of 53,391/, or 3.55 per cent. 
GREAT WESTERN OF CANADA.—The report of the directors’ of this 
company states that under six Acts of the Provincial Parliament, the 
company had been authorised to raise in share capital 5,301,369/ sterling. 
During the last half-year 168,867/ had been received on capital account, 
making the total receipts to the 31st of July, 4,984,714/, of which 3,087,3262 
had been raised on shares, and 1,807,387/ by bonds and Government Joan, 
The expenditure on capital account during the six months had been 
35,5371, in addition to which further advances had been made on account of 
the loan to the Detroit and Milwaukie Railway Company, amounting to 
65,976/, making a total capital expenditure of 4,874,718/.

uEspay, Sept. 27.—The railway market was steady at the open- 
ing, and subsequently experienced a general advance, which was 
fully supported to the close. Colonial railways did not improve in an 
equal degree with home stocks, but in some cases, especially Great Wes- 
tern of Canada and Buffalo and Lake Huron, a rise has been established. 
East Indian closed steadily at 99} to 100}. The principal feature in foreign 
shares was an increased demand for Great Luxembourg, and a fresh ad- 
vance took place, the quotation at one period of the day having been 7} 
to 8; Canada Government debentures were quoted higher.
